who havo no standing in the community, 
no business integrity and consequently 
havo nothing to lo?o by their conduct. 
This not only works a great injustice up - 
on those who strictly observe the law, 
but it is' responsible for much ot tho 
drunkenness and [saloon disturbances 
that bring shame and disgust upon cities. 


It is not so important as to what sum 


a saloon keeper shall pay for tho privil- 
ege of selling liquor, but it is very im- 
portant to know who shall receive the li- 
censes. None but men who shall strictly 
observe the law should be permitted to 
sail under any circumstances, aud if this 
policy wore carried out as suggested in 
Mayor Winans inaugural address, there 
would-be inagurated a very important 
reform, . 


THE STATE 
CENSUS. 


Secretary of State'Timmo'is preparing 


for the state census which will be taken 
in Juno. The law regulating tho taking 
of the census givea the secretary of state 
charge of the proceedings, and in addi- 
tion to an enumeration of the inhabitants, 
distinguishing persons ot either sex, 
deaf and dumb, blind, insane, idiotic, 
paupers, persons of color, nationality, 
occupation, etc., the secretary also pre- 
pares appropriate forms for collecting 
such statistics ol agriculture, mining, 
manufacturing, education, eto,, as 'ho 
may deem useful and of general interest' 
and for an enrollment of tho militia. 


The State Journal, spoaking of the 


coming census says tho task of collect- 
ing the forogoing statistics devolves up- 
on the oounty clerks, who delegate tho 
power to the town clerks ot towns and 
the olerks ot oitios. 
Tho returns of 


the latter are tabulated by the oounty 
clerks and forwarded to the secretary of 
state at Madison. In largo places, power 
is given tho city clerk to divide tho tcr. 
ritory into enumeration districts, and ta 
appoint as many enumerators as may be 
necessary to complete the census within 
tho required time. Tho general govern- 
ment will pay the state tor the taking of 
the new census, one-half as much as the 
last federal census of Wisconsin cost 
the government, providing that oer 
tain 
specified requirements aro com- 


plied with, 
viz: Tiiat 
tho census 


shall in all respects accord to tho sched- 
uloi aud forms of enumeration in the 
census of the United States, and that 
there shall be deposited with the secre- 
tary of the interior by September 1st a 
full copy ot nil schedules. -On tho cer- 
tificate of the .secretary o£ tho interior 
that such schedules ha-ro been so depos- 
ited, tho secretary ot itbe treasury will, 
on the requisition of the governor, pay 
to such state DO per cent of the amount 
paid to all supervisors and enumerators 
in suchlstato at the United States cen- 
sus iioxt preceding, increased by one- 
halt the percentage of gain in popula- 
tion in such state 
between Iho two 


United States censuses next preceding. 


Mr, Secretary Timme, it seems has not 


yet decided what he shall do regarding 
the matter, as the federal census are 
vastly more complex than those which 
would ordinarily bo employed by the 
state, hence tho increased expense ot 
using them would ba very great. 
The 


Journal says that the secretary appre- 
ciates this fact and is inclined to believe 
that the state can better afford to act in- 
dependently in regard to taking the cen- 
sus than to seek to gain any assistance 
from tho government in tho premises.

Packers—A Successful Mhowinir. 


To the-Editor. 


Bemsmbering my promise to give you 


a few facts and figures at tbe close of, my 
packing, which took place yesterday, I. 
cheerfully do so, believing it will bo 
profitable to both grower and dealer 
by way of comparison, as tho actual cost 
is always more reliable than any estimates' 
Tbis packing was bought as a rule in 
bundle, with filler only tied in hands 
the only exception being about 200 cases 
table assorted by farmers, but of this 
only about 50 cases were packed as re- 
ceived, the balance going again over the 
tables same as bundles, showing plainly 
the grower ia not a success in assorting. 
Our wrappers were assorted in six grades, 
binders in twe, long and short:fillers alao 
iu two. Wo believe our wrapper ja as 
near perfect as in possible to ever get 
them, employing an expert to constantly 
watch the work and allowing no leaves 
except strictly wrapper to go in as such. 
By this means our binder 
is also 


high grucled. 
We congeatulate 
the 


grower 
as 
a 
rale 
in 
his 
im- 


proved mode ot handling aud the gen- 
eral desire on his part to deliver a good 
sound article tbis'season, showing an im- 
provement over former years. 
With a 


little more experience and knowledge oj 
tho woiihlesB sharaoter o[ uand and 
green leaves that have too often found 
their way into filler, ,re look forward to no 
distant day when all cause for disagree- 
ment will be removed by the grower 
himself, believing as I do, that both 
el&ssoe, as a rule, wish to bo honorable 
;n dealing. 


Oar books show that we have received 


C52,&iO pounds, and that we have paid 
for the same, including oases, insurance, 
labor ond commissions, SS5.0G9,36, eqiva- 
lent to 13-12 cases. 
Our labor account 


shows a little more than 37,500, or an 
average cost of about S-l per case iu la- 
bor. 


Of above amount there was paid to 


farmers about S'0,000—an average of 
13 cents per pound—as faimore gave 
their acreage, 
we 
had about 
five 


hundred 
acres, 
which 
would give 


an average of '1105 pounds per aero and 
average price recaived would be S133.55. 
These figures as to average, prove noth- 
.ng without presenting the two extremes 
as we can show that ut least one received 
but little more than half the average, 
while a successful, practical grower re- 
ceived S230.0D per acre and this without 
any of what u majority of gowers call 
fillers. ' 


Having presented the above for the 


benefit of the grower, wish to say right 
here as a word o! ouution in the f atnro— 
our whole reputation as a stata has been 
built up •. n Spanish tobacco alone,much 
of which has boeu run too long and be- 
come seedy iu churncter. Such tobacco 
will be discriminated against in future. 
.Be careful to get pure seed and keep the 
reputation we now have, for Wisconsin 
[armero have outsold tbis year any sec- 
tion from 3 to 0 cents pur pound, and 
not forget high culture and careful hand- 
ling does tho rest.
